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SENIOR  CLASS  HISTORY 


Since  Elmhurst  High  School  Avas  a  new  school  and  was 
only  opened  in  the  fall  of  1931,  many  of  the  members  of  the  class 
of  1933  came  from  the  city  high  schools  or  surrounding  rural 
high  schools  in  their  junior  year.  South  Side  led  the  list  by  send- 
ing eighteen  students  to  oiu-  school.  Central,  A^orth  Side,  New 
Haven,  and  Churubusco  also  transferred  some  of  their  students. 
There  seems  to  be  a  few  students  who  make  a  practice  of  attend- 
ing as  many  high  schools  as  they  can  in  their  high  school  career. 
Victor  IMcCoy  and  Bob  Gillie  tie  for  first  place,  because  each 
lias  attended  four  high  schools.  Clifton  Loring  and  Earl  Tracey 
come  next  with  three  high  schools  to  their  credit. 

Some  of  the  students  who  were  transferred  left  a  record 
in  their  former  school  to  be  remembered.  Lionel  Schwan,  our 
handsome  senior  president  was  chosen  vice-president  of  the  fresh- 
man class  at  South  Side;  and  Lionel  also  played  the  vicious 
villian  in  the  operetta  "The  Bells  of  Capestrano."  Chfton  Lor- 
ing attended  Howe  [Military  Academy  where  he  received  the 
ranks  of  commissioner  of  R.  O,  T.  C.  Training  Camp,  Sergeant, 
and  Company  Guidion.  Lucille  Metcalf  left  a  remarkable  record 
for  South  Side  G.  A.  A.  by  being  the  first  to  win  a  G.  A.  A.  letter 
in  her  sophomore  year.  Lillian  Henning,  too,  left  an  honorable 
record  at  South  Side  by  appearing  on  the  honor  roll  in  her 
freshman  and  sophomore  years. 

When  the  new  school  opened  in  the  fall  of  1931,  forty-three 
jimiors  could  be  found  in  room  six.  After  everyone  had  become 
acquainted,  the  class  held  their  election  of  officers.  Harold  Bran- 
strator  was  chosen  president,  John  Gitter,  vice-president,  and 
Pearl  Troxel,  secretary  and  treasurer.  JMiss  Lois  Smith,  the 
health  teacher,  was  chosen  as  their  class  advisor. 

This  ambitious  class,  immediately  after  the  election,  decided 
to  start  securing  funds  for  the  Junior  Prom  to  be  held  in  the 
spring.  Every  noon  one  could  see  the  class  officers  (especially 
Pearl)  selling  candy.  It  soon  became  a  profitable  business,  be- 
cause the  class  made  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars.  Elmhurst 
High  School  certainly  has  great  candy  eaters!  In  the  fall  the 
first  social  function  of  the  class  was  a  weiner  bake  held  at  the 
school.  The  juniors  had  a  great  time  eating  hot  dogs  and  play- 
ing games. 
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The  big  event  of  the  social  calandar  of  the  juniors  was  the 
Junior  Prom,  given  in  honor  of  the  graduating  class  of  1932  on 
April  23.  The  class  decided  that  each  member  of  their  class  and 
the  graduating  seniors  could  bring  one  guest.  Evelyn  Storm 
was  chosen  Prom  Queen.  The  gym  was  exquisitely  decorated 
in  silver  and  blue,  the  class  colors,  with  red  and  blue"  spot  lights 
shining  on  the  dancers.  In  the  east  end  of  the  gj^m,  there  was 
a  formal  garden.  Pretty  girls  dressed  in  pastel  shades  floated 
on  the  arms  of  handsome  seniors.  Bob  Finkhousen's  orchestra 
furnished  the  music  for  the  evening.  Hooray,  the  Prom  was 
a  huge  success! 

When  the  fall  of  1932  rolled  around,  the  class  of  1933  was 
situated  in  room  twelve.  Only  twenty-six  members  of  the  old 
class,  were  present  at  the  roll  call.  However,  they  had  four  new 
members:  Namely,  Duane  Brown,  La  Valle  Slater,  Victor 
McCoj^  and  Jay  Robertson.  The  senior  class  wisely  chose 
Lionel  Schwan  as  their  president.  CHfton  Loring  was  voted 
vice-president  while  Dorothy  Jane  Snyder  and  Beth  Rousseau 
were  selected  as  secretary  and  treasurer  respectively.  This  year 
Miss  Letha  Falls  is  the  class  advisor.  Under  the  guidance  of 
Lionel,  the  president,  the  first  social  event  of  the  year  was  suc- 
cessfully maneuvered  by  giving  a  Hallowe'en  Dance,  "The 
Mardi  Gras."  Again  the  gym  Avas  beautifully  decorated,  this 
time  in  orange  and  black  with  the  black  paper  cats  peeping  from 
corn  shocks  and  autumn  leaves  strewn  over  the  floor.  There 
was  an  unusually  large  attendance  at  this  dance.  Two  prizes 
was  an  ususually  large  attendance  at  this  dance.  Two  prizes 
for  the  costuming  were  awarded.  Kay  Wurm  and  Naomi  Gra- 
ham won  the  prizes  for  the  most  unique  costumes. 

The  next  social  event  of  this  ambitious  and  energetic  class 
was  the  Senior  dance  held  on  May  19.  My!  The  time  passes 
swiftly.  We  seniors  will  soon  be  out  of  high  school,  maybe 
looking  for  a  job  or  planning  further  to  extend  our  education*

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VARSITY  BASKETBALL 


The  Elmhurst  Trojans  basketball  season  started  out  very 
unsuccessfully  although  much  improvement  was  shown  later  in 
the  season.  Nearly  all  the  Elmhurst's  defeats  were  by  close  mar- 
gins. The  total  points  of  our  players  for  the  year  are  359  as 
against  422  of  the  opponents. 

The  first  game  of  the  season  was  lost  to  Roanoke  10-8.  In 
a  hard  fought  battle  against  the  Alumni  the  Trojans  met  their 
second  defeat,  24-23.  The  next  four  defeats  Avere  Woodburn  16, 
Elmhurst  8;  Areola  25,  Elmhurst  18;  Petroleum  25,  Elmhurst 
13 ;  and  Monroeville  27,  Elmhurst  25. 

Elmhurst  won  their  first  victory  against  New  Haven  21-19. 
This  game  was  a  real  battle  as  it  required  three  overtime  periods 
to  Avin.  The  following  night  the  boys  traveled  to  Markle  only  to 
be  met  by  defeat,  29-19.  The  next  game  was  played  on  the 
Hoagland  floor  and  our  boj^s  were  defeated  by  a  score  of  29-1 8. 
When  Decatur  Catholic  came  here  the  following  night  the  Tro- 
jans won,  14-11.  Harlan  came  to  our  gym  only  to  be  beaten, 
12-10  The  boys  scored  their  fourth  win  of  the  season  by  defeat- 
ing Concordia  Academy,  17-16.  However,  a  week  later  our  boys 
received  a  drubbing  from  the  Central  Catholic  quintet,  34-15. 

When  the  Markle  boys  journeyed  here  they  were  defeated 
21-15.  The  Trojans  were  beaten  by  Harlan  on  the  Blue  Devils 
court  by  a  score  of  21-12.  Concordia  Academy  evened  things 
for  the  season  by  defeating  the  Nulfmen  in  an  overtime  period 
at  the  Cadets  court  by  a  one  point  margin,  19-18. 

Two  days  later  Elmhurst  lost  a  one  point  victory  to  Hoag- 
land, 19-18.  Elmhurst  won  a  one  point  victory  from  the  Wood- 
burn  five  at  the  warriors  court,  20-19.  The  Areola  quintet  won 
from  the  Trojans  at  the  home  court,  21-20.  The  final  game  for 
the  Trojan  netters  was  lost  to  the  Central  B  quintet,  33-30. 

In  the  county  tournament  the  Trojan  quintet  was  beaten  by 
the  Harlan  Blue  Devils,  25-10.  Allen  was  the  high  scorer  for 
this  game. 

Elmhurst  played  the  Decatur  Yellow  Jackets  in  the  sec- 
tional tourney.  Although  the  Trojans  played  good  basketball 
they  were  defeated  23-15. 

Elmhurst  won  only  six  of  their  twenty  games  this  season, 
but  hope  to  have  a  more  successful  season  next  year. 
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SECOND  TEAM  BASKETBALL 


The  Trojans  second  team  had  a  very  successful  basketball 
season,  losing  only  4  out  of  17  games.  Elmhurst  seconds  scored 
their  first  win  from  Roanoke,  24-32.  The  Woodburn  seconds 
received  a  real  drubbing  from  our  boys.  The  final  count  was 
32-6.  The  third  reserve  victory  was  scored  when  Areola  was 
beaten  9-5.  The  second  squad  resolved  to  take  their  defeats  and 
get  them  over  with.  The  scores  of  the  next  four  games  were: 
Petroleum  19,  Elmhurst  10,  IMonroeville  18,  Elmhurst  13,  New 
Haven  20,  Elmhurst  17,  Markle  18,  Elmhurst  17. 

The  second  quintet  came  back  into  the  victory  column  by 
winning  the  remaining  games  of  the  season.  The  scores  of  the 
games  are:  Decatur  Catholic  14,  Elmhurst  19;  Harlan  8,  Elm- 
hurs  28;  Concordia  Academy  12,  Elmhurst  25;  Central  Catholic 
26,  Elmhurst  32;  Harlan  14,  Elmhurst  20;  Concordia  Academy 
14,  Elmhurst  23;  Woodburn  8,  Elmhurst  25;  Areola  2,  Elmhurst 
15;  Central  B  18,  Elmhurst  36. 

The  total  points  made  by  our  boys  was  376,  and  their  op- 
ponents scored  237.  Sorg,  Baker,  Snyder,  Lauer,  Reddin,  Trott, 
and  Gronau  were  the  outstanding  players  on  the  second  squad 
who  pla5^ed  in  nearly  every  game. 
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GIRL'S  VARSITY  BASKETBALL 

The  Elmhurst  girl's  varsity  basketball  squad,  with  Mr. 
George  Nulf  as  coach,  has  lost  five  of  its  seven  games  played  this 
season.  Of  the  other  two  one  was  tied  and  the  other  won. 

The  first  game  of  the  season  with  Woodburn  was  lost  on  om- 
own  court  by  a  margin  of  eleven  points.  The  return  game  later 
in  the  season  was  dropped  by  a  single  field  goal,  shot  during  the 
last  minute  of  play. 

Areola  was  the  next  team  played  by  the  Elmhurst  girls  and 
here  again  the  opposition  proved  a  little  too  strong  and  our  girls 
lost  18-24.  After  this,  Elmhurst  lost  two  games  to  Hoagland, 
one  by  seven  points  and  the  home  game  by  only  three  points. 
The  best  success  of  the  year  was  experienced  against  Harlan. 
On  the  home  court  the  girls  won  13-9  and  at  Harlan  played  a  tie 
game  of  17-17. 

All  the  girls  have  played  well  and  showed  much  improve- 
ment.

secretary.  Earl  Tracey;  Jessica  Vanderpool,  Worthington's 
niece  Dorothea  Monce;  Togo,  a  Japenese  politician  of  high  rank, 
Philip  Arick.
